Still later it was reported that the desired 
horses had been bought, and that the 
money for their purchase had been raised 
by a committee of wealthy Catholic gen- 
tlemen who wish to present them to His 
Eminence. Among these gentlemen 
were mentioned Messrs. Eugene Kelly, 
James B. Nicholson, Denis O'Donoghue 
and James Lynch. None of these gen- 
tlemen could be found, however, and, 
therefore, nothing is known definitely 
about the Cardinal’s team. This may be 
predicted, however. When the Cardi- 
nal’s coach appears on the strect it will 
be drawn by such a pair of animals as 
have seldom been scen.

‘¢+yhe City of Eads ”’

Judging trom the earnest conversation 
one hears among the solid men of the 


| city in reference to the feasibility of es- 
| tablishing a city at South Pass upon the 


completion of the Eads jetties, it may 
fairly be inferred that the enterprise 
will really be entered upon, It is-said 
that the South Pass not only presents a 
more solid basis for the jetties and. for 
the erection of a city at the mouth of 
the river, but just as good a channel for 
ships can be made through the South 
Pass as through any other. In fact, i 
is said by thuse who seem to be well 
pete that Captain Eads is disposed to 
elieve that the selection of the South 
Pass was rather a good thing instead of 
a misfortune, after all. It is not assert 
ed by those who talk of building a city 
at South Pass that Captain Eads cither 
knows or approves of the enterprise. 
It seems, on the contrary, that he has 
never been consulted on the subject. 
The parties who are talking up the affair 
state that the establishment of acom 
mercial city at the jetties, should they 
prove a success, Cannot possibly be pre- 
vented. The law of supply and demand 
will fairly compel the building of such a 
city. New Orleans is s}tuated up stream, 
140 miles from the jetties, and will cost 
every sailing vessel $3000 to @.G00 (ac- 
cording to tonnage) to be towed up to 
New Orleans. Then there are frightful 
taxes and port dyes leyicd by the city 
upon the vessels that arrive in the port 
of New Orleans. It is thought that if 
the jetties succeed, and are permanently 
established in South Pass, the erection 
of warehouses and stores will begin at 
once. Any one can perceive that the 
construction of the jetties involyes the 
erection of some large boarding-houses 
for the empleyees, stores and saloons, 
and thus the nucleus of the future “City 
of Eads”—for that is to be the name—is 
established. We understand that cer- 
tain wide awake Chicago parties are to 
erect a grain elevator and package ware- 
house there as soon as the jetties are 
done, and some cotton men from New 
York propose to build large warehouses 
and put up presses. Government will 
be compelled to establish a custom-house 
and postoflice there, and itis just possi 
ble, if the right kind of men get hold of 
the enterprise, an excitement, such as 
has never been equaled before in this 
country may grow out of it. The posi- 
tion js favorable for the construction of 
a great city there in every respect. The 
prevailing breezes are from the Gulf and 
bring health and solubrity. No frost 
ever falls at the Balize, consequently 
every garden might contain its orange, 
banana and fig trees, its pincapple plants, 
and eyery luxury in the way of tropical 
fruits and nuts, and every garden would 
be in perpetual bloom. The oleande; 
tree could be made the common shade 
tree of the city, and life would be made 
enjoyable by hundreds of comforts and 
luxuries not easily attainable in more 
northerly cities. In a short time the 


city of Fads would become thoroughly 
cosmopolitgn, fer the enterprising and 
monied men gé all natigng woul 


swarm to it in the expectation of making 
money, and it is possihle that it might 
eventually become the largest anc 
wealthiest city on the American contt 
nent. The present seems to be a pecu- 
liarly fitting time for starting such an 
enterprise. Money 1s abundant and 
cheap, gng the country is not engrossed 
by any leading sclemps, and would 
eagerly tare hold of ~~ gn enterprise.

New York, April 6.—Judge Neilson’s 
last words in the Beecher-Tilton trial 
yesterday were addressed to the women, 
udvising them not to attend to day, nay- 
ing, ‘‘Friday morning this morning 
I refused admission to a great number of 
ladies with regret.
